Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  instructions  received  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  I  herewith  beg  to  bring  to  your 
consideration  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
Borough  of  Maidstone. 

The  report  as  to  contents  and  arrangement  is  based 
on  the  Memorandum  issued  by  the  Ministi’y  of  Health. 

Following  these  instructions,  details  are  omitted  as 
to  conditions  which  do  not  vary  from  year  to  year,  and 
information  asked  for  in  certain  years,  is  curtailed.

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The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis 
which  had  been  notified  was  29.  The  number  which  had  not 
been  notified  was  13. 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  Tuberculosis  deaths  to  total 
number  of  Tuberculosis  deaths  was  thus  as  ’44  :  1. 

CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS. 

There  have  been  no  extraordinary  causes  of  sickness 
and  invalidity  which  have  been  specially  noteworthy 
during:  the  year. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Kent  Countv 
Nursing  Association  for  the  home  nursing  of  cases  of 
measles  in  young  children,  but  it  has  not  been  necessary  to 
call  upon  the  Association  for  this  service. 

Two  beds  are  retained  at  the  West  Kent  General 
Hospital  for  complicated  maternity  cases,  but  were  not 
occupied  during  the  year. 

The  severer  illnesses  of  children  up  to  five  years  of 
age  and  where  the  home  conditions  are  not  satisfactory,  are 
received  at  the  West  Kent  General  Hospital-  This  is  a 
voluntary  agency-  The  local  authority  does  not  contribute 
to  its  funds. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 

CENTRES. 

A  Centre  has  been  established  at  the  Old  Palace, 
Maidstone,  conducted  by  a  band  of  voluntary  workers. 
Two  Health  Visitors  are  engaged  in  the  work,  one  of  whom 
is  provided  by  the  Borough  Council,  the  other  by  the  funds 
of  the  Centre. 
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A  lady  doctor  is  in  attendance  on  two  afternoons  per 
week  for  the  examination  of  children  under  five  years  of 
age.  The  average  number  of  children  attending  being  43'5 
per  session.  A  Centre  was  also  established  at  Banning,  at 
which  a  lady  doctor — Dr  Garrett  attended.  There  was  an 
average  of  23‘8  children  attending:. 

An  ante-natal  clinic  is  also  held  on  Tuesday  mornings 
at  the  Old  Palace,  Dr.  Garrett,  a  ladv  doctor,  being-  in 
attendance. 

It  is  satisfactory  that  the  attendances  at  both  centres 
and  at  the  ante-natal  clinic  are  on  the  increase. 

A.  School  Clinic  is  established  in  connection  with  the 
Maidstone  Education  Authority,  the  work  of  which  forms 
the  subject  of  a  separate  report. 

The  hospital  accommodation  available  for  infectious 
diseases  consists  of  two  separate  blocks.  Each  block  has 
two  separate  wards.  The  total  accommodation  is  normally 
for  twenty  beds.  Only  two  different  kinds  of  infection  can 
be  treated.  There  is  an  administrative  block  in  addition 
and  separate  buildings  for  disinfection,  laundry,  mortuary 
and  garage. 

A  site  has  been  acquired  for  the  erection  of  a  hospital 
for  cases  of  small  pox  on  the  outskirts  of  the  Borough,  and 
plans  have  been  deposited  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
the  erection  of  buildings  to  accommodate  six  cases.  There 
is  sufficient  land  on  the  site  for  further  extension  if  and 
when  necessary. 

The  West  Kent  General  Hospital,  with  accommodation 
for  approximately  100  beds,  and  the  Kent  County  Hospital, 
for  the  treatment  of  eye,  nose  and  throat  affections,  and 
having  70  beds,  are  both  situated  within  the  Borough. 

St  Faith’s  Home,  I  Lower  Fant  Road,  Maidstone,  is 
for  the  reception  of  unmarried  mothers  and  their  infants. 


The  total  number  of  inmates  in  residence  (exclusive  of 
staff)  during  (lie  year  was  13,  and  the  average  duration  of 
stay  somewhat  over  12  months. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Infectious  cases  are  removed  in  a  motor  ambulance 
provided  by  the  Borough. 

Non-infectious  and  accident  cases  are  removed  by  two 
motor  ambulances,  in  a  very  efficient  manner  and  on  a 
voluntary  basis,  by  the  Maidstone  Division  of  the  St.  John 
Ambulance  Brigade. 

LABORATORY  WORK. 

Bacterial  aids  to  diagnosis  have  been  utilised  to  an 
increasing  extent  year  by  year.  The  County  Laboratory  is 
of  increasing  value  to  not  only  the  Public  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Borough,  but  also  to  the  private  medical  prac¬ 
titioner  as  is  evidenced  by  the  number  of  specimens 
examined  as  set  forth  in  the  subjoined  table

A  supply  of  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  available  for  use 
by  medical  practitioners,  and  can  be  obtained  free  of  charge 
from  the  Police  Station  or  from  the  Sanatorium,  Fant  Lane, 
or  Health  Department,  Fairineadow,  either  by  night  or 
day.

Powers  have  been  taken  under  the  Maidstone  Corpora¬ 
tion  Act,  1923,  for  the  better  supervision  of  markets  and 
slaughter  houses;  for  courts  to  be  flagged  and  drained; 
for  the  prevention  of  obstiuctive  buildings;  to  prevent 
spread  of  infectious  disease  amongst  children  in  secondary 
schools  and  in  common  lodging  houses ;  for  regulating 
manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream,  &c. ;  for  cleansing  of 
verminous  persons  and  premises,  &c.

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DESTRUCTION  OF  UNSOUND  FOOD. 

2517  lbs.  of  different  kinds  of  food  have  been  destroyed 
and  in  addition  524  lbs.  of  fish,  250  lbs.  salt  pork  and  1  cow 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  have  been  destroyed. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  1  (1  Registered  and  2  Licensed  in  the  Borough. 
They  are  inspected  regularly  for  cleanliness,  &e.,  and  also 
when  slaughtering  is  in  hand  for  inspection  of  meat- 
109  inspections  were  made  in  1924;  3  defects  were  found 
and  remedied. 

DISINFECTION. 

The  disinfection  of  houses  where  infectious  diseases 
occur  is  regularly  carried  out  and  articles  of  bedding-  and 
clothing  are  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  where  they  are 
put  through  a  steam  disinfector.  Rooms  are  disinfected 
after  the  death  or  removal  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

During  1924  4,175  articles  and  121  rooms  were 
disinfected.

FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS,  WORKPLACES 
AND  HOMEWORK. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-nine  Inspections  have  been 
made  and  60  written  notices  issued. 

The  number  of  defects  found  were  12  and  they  were 
all  remedied. 

There  are  249  workshops  and  30  bakehouses. 

METEOROLOGY. 

The  detail  of  meteorological  observations  is  set  forth  in 
the  Appendix.  The  mean  reading  of  the  barometer  for  the 
year  is  29‘78  inches,  the  highest  monthly  mean  being  for 
February  29‘98,  and  the  lowest  for  August  29'bl.  The 
hottest  month  was  July,  giving  a  mean  of  the  maximum 
readings  of  the  thermometer  in  the  shade  of  73°,  and  mean 
of  the  minimum  readings  of  52°,  while  the  coldest  month 


was  February,  with  a  mean  of  maximum  readings  of  41° 
and  a  mean  of  minimum  readings  of  32°.  Tlie  prevailing 
winds  were  S.W.,  there  being  108  days  on  which  the  wind 
was  in  this  quarter.  The  total  rain-fall  for  the  year  was 
34  07  inches,  the  heaviest  amount  falling  in  July,  viz., 
4' 74  inches,  while  during  February  the  amount  registered 
was  '83  inches,  this  being  the  driest  month  of  the  year. 
There  were  201  days  in  the  year  on  which  '01  of  an  inch 
or  more  rain  fell. 


WATER  REPORT. 

Samples  of  each  of  the  water  supplies  have  been 
analysed  chemically  week  by  Aveek  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  These  .samples  are  collected  at  the  source, 
and  as  near  the  point  of  distribution  in  the  houses  as 
possible  on  alternate  weeks. 


The  analyses  in  detail,  numbering  153,  are  set  forth 
in  the  appendix,  while  the  respective  average  for  the  four 
supplies  are  shown  in  the  following  table  : —

B3T  All  results  are  given  in  parts  per  hundred  thousand,  except  Free  and 
Albuminoid  Ammonia,  which  are  in  parts  per  million. 
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The  gathering  grounds  at  Boarley  and  Cossington, 
together  with  the  reservoirs  at  Boarley,  Detling  and 
Bar  ming,  continue  to  he  patrolled  daily  by  an  employe  of 
the  Waterworks  Company,  and  have  been  inspected  by 
myself  in  company  with  Professor  John  Eyre,  Dr.  Green¬ 
wood,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  Mr.  Ware, 
the  Engineer. 

The  grounds  have  invariably  been  found  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  condition. 

Each  of  the  specimens  from  the  various  supplies  has 
been  bacterially  examined  under  the  supervision  of  Professor 
John  Eyre,  whose  last  report  on  samples  of  water  collected 
monthly,  dated  December  17th,  1924,  states  that  the 
results  of  the  examination  of  the  samples  of  water  collected 
on  December  10th,  1924,  are  eminently  satisfactory.
